This summer — from June 12 


to Aug. 25 — the unit received 
192 cases, Including about 35 
from the areas of the West Side 
riots and the scattered civil 
rights demonstrations. 


Harris said inquiries have 


been finished in 49 of them, with 
this score: 


In 39, "a thorough investiga- 


tion reveals no substance to al- 
legations." 


In 10, the charges were "not 


sustained." 


That clause, Harris explained, 


means "there wasn't enough 
evidence to prove or disprove 
the allegations." 


"That doesn't mean it didn't 


happen," he added.

Truman in 
Warning of 
Interest Rates 


WASHINGTON

Former President Harry S. Tru- 
man has warned that spiraling 
interest rates could result in a 
serious depression. 


With a rare public statement 


issued from his Independence, 
Mo., 
home, 
Truman joined 


many members of Congress in 
expressing concern at the up- 
ward movement in the cost of 
borrowing. 


The Federal Reserve Board 


last December increased the 
discount rate it charges mem- 
ber banks and revised reserve 
requirements in moves to cur- 
tail lending. Since then, the 
prime Interest rate charged by 
commercial banks has risen 
from 4.5 per cent to 6 per cent. 


"We are told," Truman said, 


"that this (Federal 
Reserve 


Board) action was necessary to 
forestall inflation." But he add- 
ed, "What is more likely to hap- 
pen is that we will bring on a 
precipitous deflation if we per- 
sist in high Interest rates.. The 
result could be a serious depres- 
sion." 


The former president said 


higher interest rates are an 
added burden on all govern- 
ments — federal, state and local 
— 
and that "added Interest 


costs end up as a further tax on 
the consumer." 


"We know from long experi- 


ence that a drastic rise In Inter- 
est rates works a hardship on 
the consuming public," he said. 
"It only benefits the privileged 
few."

(AP) - U.S, places caught four 
North Vietnamese torpedo boats 
in the Gulf of Tonkin today, 
sank two and damaged the oth« 
er two, a spokesman said. 


In South Viet Nam, the Viet 


Cong made two unsuccessful 
attempts to block the chief ship- 
ping channel between Saigon 
and the sea. 


One explosion near a U.S. 


Navy minesweeper caused no 
casualties and only minor dam- 
age to the ship. Sunday a Com* 
munlst mine sank a small South 
Vietnamese minesweeper In the 
Long Tao Channel but the ship 
went down near the river bank, 
leaving the waterway open to 
traffic. 


Last Tuesday a Communist 


mine sank the American cargo 
ship Baton Rouge Victory in the 
same channel with a loss of sev- 
en lives. 


U.S. and other allied ground 


forces engaged In only minor 
skirmishes with the enemy after 
a weekend of light fighting, but 
the South Vietnamese reported 
killing 73 Viet Cong in two en- 
gagements. 


A company of about 150 South 


Vietnamese 
militiamen took 


moderate losses in an ambush 
near

Cambodian border 


northeast of Saigon and claimed 
14 Communists were killed. 


In the air-sea battle in the 


Gulf of Tonkin, three of the 
Communist torpedo boats were 
spotted early today 70 miles 
southeast of Haiphong by fight- 
er-bombers from the carrier 
Constellation. 


The Navy pilots reported they 


were fired on while making 
identlficatka 
passes. 
After' 


three attacks, they reported 
sinking one PT boat and damag- 
ing the other two. 


A few hours later, two Navy 


planes reported a torpedo boat 
fired on them from an area of 
coastal Islands northeast of Hai- 
phong. The Navy A4 Skyhawks 
attacked with rockets and can- 
non and reported the North 
Vietnamese 
boat 
sank 
in 


flames. 


In the river attack near Sai- 


gon, a Viet Cong mine exploded 
15 feet from the U.S. mine- 
sweeper, a 57-foot craft with a 
crew of six. The crew reported 
receiving small-arms and auto- 
matic-weapons fire 
from the 


.shore but suffered no casualties. 


B52 bombers from Guam re- 


turned to a favorite target to- 
day making two radis on the 
Viet Cong stronghold near the 
Cambodian border in Tay Ninh 
Province.
